School, School Is Ready For Him 


Can your small fry who will enter 
iirst grade on September 4 roll a 
ball back and forth to another per­ 
son? 
Does he understand simple 
Ideas about space and motion? Does 
he play reasonably well with other 
children the same age? 
Does he 
like to draw' and use crayon or 
chalk? 
And—here’s the joker—does he 
really understand that “no” means 
“no?” 
These are just a few of the 
pointers suggested for mothers cf 
beginning first graders when mother 
and youngster visited school to­ 
gether one day last spring. 
T h^ suggestions 
made 
by 
the 
school are called “Ten Lessons for 
Children to Learn Before Entering 
School.” and are designed to make 
the child’s adjustment to sdhool life 
smoother. 
Reading Readiness 
One urgent request to the parents 
was please NOT to give formal in ­ 
struction in reading to the child 
before 
he 
comes 
to 
school 
as 
“methods are very different now 
than a few years ago.” A peck of 
“reading readiness” is considered 
better than a pound of reading in 
grade 1 according to the educational 
methods of 1946. 
Read him a lot of stories, discuss 
the pictures with him but make 
sure he understands it will be some 
time before he will be able to read 
the stories for himself, mothers 
were advised. 
Take Him to See Farm 
Experiences 
a 
pre-school 
child 
will find helpful as a background 
for reading after he enters school 
include a visit to the farm, seeing 
cows milked by hand and by ma­ 
chine. to see a silo and where hay 
is stored, to see and use a pump 
for water, to have a ride on a train, 
a street car, a bus, an escalator, 
an elevator, to visit a zoo, to go 
to a museum. 
There are others, 
too. and somehow we doubt whether 
most adults have done them all. So 
if mother undertakes to see the list 
through with Jimmy she will likely 
have some new experiences and see 
some things she never saw before 
herself. 
But it’s all very much to the 
good, educationally speaking. 
Helplessness a Handicap 
Some children just starting school, 
it seems, can’t put on their o\vn 
coats or overshoes, or button but­ 
tons, or use a handkerchief, or wash 
their own face and hands. And the 
one who can’t is handicapped if 
he starts school without being able 
to hold his own in such matters. 
He should be able to talk, too. in 
short easy sentences. For children 


short on words take it out in point­ 
ing and crying, it seems. 
Re Sitting Still 
Can he listen quietly and sit rea­ 
sonably quiet for 10 minutes or 
longer? 
Can 
he 
match 
simple 
colors 
quickly, name some correctly, does 
he notice the color of clothes and 
flowers, can he cut with blunt scis­ 
sors and use other simple tools? 
Does he know the difference be­ 
tween big and little. Is he able to 
bring two spoons, three apples, can 
he fit blocks and toys together? 
Along this line, the school suggests 


that wrhen he counts at home you 
give him objects to touch as he 
counts. 
Mother May Quail 
The first day of school for her 
six-year old is one that makes even 
the stoutest-hearted mast unsenti­ 
mental mothers quail a bit. He, or 
she, is so little to send out into 
the big world like that, they say. 
Cheer up. if they’re readv for 
school, school’s ready for them and 
they’ll have a dandy fine time.

Report 1,819 
New Polio Cases 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—(INS> 
—The U. S. public health service 
reported Wednesday that 1,819 new 
cases of infantile paralysis were re­ 
corded during the week ending Aug.

World Peace Efforts

WASHINGTON. Aug. 21.— (INS * 
—Cordell Hull who was Secretary 
of State longer than any other oc­ 
cupant of that high office, watches 
with the keenest interest today the 
global dram a of a troubled world 
seeking lasting peace. 
The m an whom the late Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt called the 
father 
o 1 the United Nations'’ is in con­ 
stant touch with the struggle to 
iind a pattern of existence in which 
men and nations may live without 
the fear of war. 
R em ains Private C itizen 
Yet Hull scrupulously adheres to 
the 
role 
ot 
private 
citizen 
into 
w hich'ill health forced him when 
he resigned as secretary of state 
on Nov. 27, 1944. 
He explains: 
“I am flattered when I am con­ 
sulted and asked to express an 
opinion. 
But I fmd myself like the 
fellow who is asked >.o change a 
$20 bill—I ’d like to do it but I ’m 
just not in the right position to 
oblige”. 
. 
It is possible, however, th at Cor­ 
dell Hull may yet reenter public 
life. 
He has all but conquered the 
illness which compelled his retire­ 
ment. Mrs. Hull, who seldom leaves 
his side, declares: 
“Cordell hasn’t looked so well in 
years. 
He is stronger than he has 
been for a long time. 
He is well 
enough to spend hoi%i at his desk 
every day.” 
Working On Memoirs 
The tall, scholarly Tennessean is 
working on his memoirs. He is tell­ 
ing, in the pungent language and 
with the rare insight th at have 
always been characteristic of him. 
the story of his career as a public 
servant, which began 53 years ago, 
when he wa selected to the Tennes­ 
see House of Representatives. 
He came to W ashington in 1907 
and for 37 years thereafter was a 
dominant figure in the official liie 
of the capital. 
Few men alive today are as cap­ 
able as “Judge” Hull is of putting 
on paper the vivid chronicle of the 
turbulent, exciting half century cli­ 
maxed by World W ar II. 
Hull says he does not know how 
long it will take him to complete 
his “documents”, as he calls them. 
He points out: 
“I am taking it slowly. I study, 
and think, and write, and revise. 
I t’s a tedious process but I want to 
get it all down ” 
Stay In Washington 
Unlike so many other persons in 
high places, the Hulls have not 
deserted 
W ashington 
during 
the 
torrid sumrper season. 
They live quietly in their a p a rt­ 
ment at-4he W ardm an Park hotel, 
where the “judge” is a great favor­ 
ite with other residents and with 
the 
staff. 
Long famous for his 
courtly m anner, he never is too 
busy to pause lor friendly conversa­ 
tion with cabinet member or oell- 
hop. 
And he has another occupation, 
related to the problems confronting 
the world and the nation. 
T hat 
occupation is “thinking”. Mrs. Hull 
says: 
“Cordell is thinking hard, all the 
time. And I am certain th at out 
of thinking something is going to 
come that will help the country. 
“As long as he lives, th at desire 
will be uppermost in my husband s 
mind—to help his country'.”

Crops To Exceed 
10-Year Average 


HARRISBURG. Aug. 22.—Farm ers 
of Pennsylvania are highly pleased 
with the prospects of larger grain 
crops made possible through fav­ 
orable weather that prevailed d ur­ 
ing July. Miles Horst, state secretary 
of agriculture declared today. 
Except 
for rye and buckwheat, 
all grain crops this year will ex­ 
ceed the 10-year average, 1935 to 
1944. 
a 
tedera 1-state 
survey 
re­ 
vealed. 
Compared with last year, 
there will be more oats, barley and 
buckwheat, and the corn crop will 
be only about 750.000 bushels under 
last year’s except ionally good crop 
Of close to 60,000.000 bushels, the 
Secretary pointed out. 
With all fruit crops much better 
than a year ago. Secretary Horst 
said Pennsylvania farmers this year 
will make a substantial contribution 
to increased food supplies needed 
for national and foreign consump­ 
tion. 
Among Pennsylvania grain crops, 
winter wheat showed the greatest 
advance 
in 
estimated 
production 
during the month of July. The Au­ 
gust 1 estimate was for 19.755.000 
bushels, nearly half a million more 
than indicated on July 1. 
The 
1945 crop totaled 20,038.000 bushels 
Corn made much progress during 
the many hot. humid days of July. 
Most crops that were planted from 
a week to a month late are now 
catching 
up 
rapidly. 
Japancs« 
beetles working on corn silk will 
reduce yields in some southeastern 
areas. 
The 1946 corn production 
is now estimated at 58.824.000 bush­ 
els. 
Oats at 28,911 000 bushels will be 
about 4.330,000 above last year. The 
first estimate for 1946 buckwheat is 
for a crop of 2,282.000 bushels, about 
266,000 more than last year. Barley 
a t 3.384,000 bushels is 234,000 high­ 
er th an 1945 and 566.000 above a\ - 
erage. 
Rye at 560.000 bushels is 
nearly 400.000 under average and 
about 150.000 less than last year.
